Crop-Saver Chemical Co., 3511 
Potomac ave., Chicago, has plans 
ready for erection of a factory 
in the light industry district of 
Arlington Heights. 
It will be 
located east of the new McLean 
M anufacturing Co. plant east of 
the sewage treatm ent plant. Tile 
building would be within the 
village, although some of 
the 
property will be outside the cor- 
- pc rat ion. 
A 
Approval of the building per- 
® init is awaiting an analysis re­ 
port of the water waste, which 
is used for air purification pur­ 
pose. The village dads just want 
to be certain that the waste will 
not affect the operation of the 
sewage treatm ent plant. 
Village officials who made an 
inspection of the present plant of 
the company have reported to 
the board that there is no odor 
or any operation objectionable 
^ feature that they could discover. 
• The plant on Potomac avenue is 
adjacent to residences and candy 
and food factories, none of which 
have ever filed objections to the 
Chemical plant, which confines 
its operations 
to 
mixing 
and 
packaging ingredient , previously 
manufactured. 
The powder ingredients arrive 
in carload lots and leave in IOO 
lb. bags. 
In explanation to the 
village board as to its operations. 
£ the Chemical Co. outlined their 
process as follows: 
“We manufacture agricultural 
chemicals in finished form, ready 
to use by farmers and home gar­ 
deners. 
By agricultural chemic­ 
als we refer to such products as, 
DDT.

Sociologist's survey 
shows Influence of 
parents on courtship 


A Northwestern University so­ 
ciologist has an explanation for 
the bewildered college girl who 
wonders why she can’t make the 
man in her life think about m at­ 
rimony. 
It may be because of 
his mother, says Associate Prof. 
Robert F. Winch. 
Prof. Winch bases the findings 
on a survey he made of 435 male 
and 502 female college students 
from 16 middle western colleges 
and universities to determine the 
importance of the parent-child 
relationship to courtship. For his 
testing, the sociologist 
selected 
students between the ages of 19 
and 25 whose parents were still 
living together. 
Among men he observed that 
the son-father relationship 
has 
little or no bearing on how the 
boy fares in courtship, but as for 
mother, the story' is different. 
Prof. Winch found a definite cor­ 
relation between the 
bachelor 
who is making little progress to­ 
ward matrimony and 
the 
fact 
that he is very close to his mo­ 
ther. 
The man who is emotion­ 
ally free of his mother has a 
much better chance of succeed­ 
ing in courtship, 
writes 
Prof. 
Winch. 
Up to this point in his studies 
Prof. Winch has not found that 
relationship to either parent has 
an influence on the daughter’s 
courtship progress. 
In fact, the 
professor’s figures indicate 
that 
appearance of the girl is more 
important 
than 
any 
parent- 
daughter relationship. Other fac­ 
tors. which at this stage of the 
investigation seem more import­ 
ant in accounting for courtship 
variations among women, are the 
strength of the wish to be m ar­ 
ried. the absence of the career 
drite, and favorability of 
her 
early “dating” situation. 
Prof. 
Winch asserts, however, that his 
data contain clues which lead 
him to suspect that the girl’s re­ 
lationship to her father may ul­ 
timately prove to be correlated 
with her courtship progress. He 
also points out that the study 
inay indicate* an important dif­ 
ference between men and women 
as to the ways in which they be­ 
come emotionally tree of 
their 
parents.

Discovered a oreflnite owner of 
a very green thumb this week in 
Mrs. George L. Hughes 
of 
S. 
State rd., Arlington Heights. She 
has her living room literally a- 
bloom with African violets. 
She has pink, white and 
all 
shades of the more popular blue 
variety all flourishing on a large 
set of shelves built 
into 
the 
South and East windows of her 
living room. 
“I guess I like them the best 
of the plants because they bloom 
a lot and then the green leaves 
are always pretty too,” declared 
motherly smiling Mrs. Hughes. 
'TVE ALWAYS grown plants, 
but when my husband was forced 
to quit his job because of arthri­ 
tis I started raising African vio­ 
lets as a business as well as a 
hobby.” 
Mrs. Hughes starts the leaves 
in a large aquarium—rather in 
several aquariums 
and 
giant 
sized glass jars. 
She transplants 
them later into pots and at the 
moment has about 300 plants and 
about 35 varieties. 
I’d never realized there were 
so many types of African violets 
but Mrs. Hughes has some with 
leaves that stand up 
straight 
around the blossoms, plants with 
fancy scalloped leaves and two 
special beauties called 
Double 
Regal Wine and Double Regal 
Duchess. 
These last two 
are 
double blossom plants and the 
blooms far outlast their more 
plain brothers. 
Mrs. Hughes buys or trades 
with friends original plants and 
then snips off leaves like mad to 
start her own. 
At the moment 
she is experimenting with start­ 
ing plants from seeds. 


“I hope I sell quite a few this 
Christmas," Mrs. Hughes laugh- 
ed, “or we’re going to be forced 
out of the living room because 
of the plants." 
IF YOU GO there and spot a 
plant you’d like to own, if Mrs. 
Hughes doesn’t have one of that 
variety fully started she ll take 
your order and call you when 
your plant is ready. 
She started this hobby about 
three years ago, and knows all 
the varieties oy name and care* 
fully cherishes each plant. 
A 
bloom purchased from her is a 
husky and healthy specimen. 
Thinking of my rather puny 
violet at home I questioned Mrs. 
Hughes about the care of Afri­ 
can violets. 
In the first place 
always water from the bottom— 
set the pot in water for a spell 
put don’t ever leave the plant 
in water for days at a time. Use 
warm water. Mrs. Hughes catch­ 
es rain water which she uses as 
; chemically softened water 
she 
said is hard on house plants. 
The dirt should 
always 
be 
kept moist, and they bloom and 


J thrive in a mixture of sand and 
peat-moss and in a south or east 
window*. 
It all sounded very simple and 
I discovered the white spots 
on 
leaves are 
caused 
by 
water 
I touching them—my plant 
has 
I white spots. 
Well anyway with 
j about 
300 
healthy, 
blooming 
beauties staring me in the face 
I’m going to dig around in the 
i dirt of my vanishing violet, and 
catch rain water in a sauce pan 
and maybe I’ll bring out the best 
J in my unhealthy green thumb.

arr two reasons for this. 
First, 
she's likely to be underfill. 
You 
look away the milk or milk sub­ 
stitutes from her ration at about 
six months of age. and her di­ 
gestive 
system 
can’t 
handle 
much roughage until ll or 12 
months of age. 
So she heeds a 
good 
grain 
m ixture. 
Second, 
after six months of 
age. 
most 
h«*ifers are housed 
with 
older 
anim als and the young ones are 
often forced away from the feed 
bunk. 
ORMISTON recommends feed­ 
ing all heifers under one year a 
good grain m ixture containing 12 
to 14 per cent protein. along with 
plenty of good quality legume 
hay. 
The grain m ixture can be 
the same as you feed to milking 
cows. About two or three pounds 
a day is enough for heifers. 
The dairym an also strongly ad­ 
vises separating heifers under a 
year from the older ones, espec­ 
ially if you have more than a 
few together or if they're crow d­ 
ed.

Cold weather may 
affect milk production 


Your dairy cows may never go 
on strike, but they’ll give 
less 
milk if you neglect them during 
the w inter months ahead. 
Dr: Ii. E. Mansfield. U niver­ 
sity ol Illinois veterinarian, gave 
several good dairy m anagem ent 
tips to help your cows stay in 
top production no m atter how 
bad the w eather gets. 
The sug­ 
gestions are: 
Take good care of the cow’s 
udder. 
If the 
udder 
becomes 
swollen and inflamed, or if a 
teat becomes badly injured, call 
your veterinarian. 
Prom pt treat­ 
ment often helps to prevent m as­ 
titis. 
Protect her against barnyard 
filth by kcecping the lots clean 
and well drained. 
Let her exercise, 
but 
don't 
make her stand outside for hours 
in bad w eather or freezing tem ­ 
pi ratures. 
Give her a 
balanced 
ration 
with enough good quality legume 
hay. 
Provide clean bedding in light. 
w ell-ventilated quaiters. 
Finally, check her for lice, and 
treat her 
if 
necessary. 
Lice 
spread rapidly during the cold 
w eather, often causing unthrifty 
ness.

Farmers to get 


less money for 


milk in 1950 


Dairy 
farm ers 
can 
expect 
somewhat less money for their 
milk in 1950. J. P. Mason, secre­ 
tary of the Illinois Milk Pro­ 
ducers Association, reported at 
the Producers annual meeting in 
the Hotel Sherman. 
Mason said that domestic de­ 
mand for bottled milk and dairy 
products probably will not be as 
strong in 1950 as this year and 
that export demand will be less. 
The high inventory of dairy pro­ 
ducts 
accumulated 
under 
the 
government price support pro­ 
gram can only have a depressing 
effect on the m arket, he said. 
There will be a tendency for 
consumer prices to be down in 
1950, he added. 
PRODUCERS supplying fluid 
milk m arkets will not do as w*eil 
in 1950 because 
of 
anticipated 
higher production witho'Ut a sim­ 
ilar increase in 
bottled 
milk 
needs. 
An increasing num ber of 
producers, he said, are expected 
to bt* draw n to the m ajor fluid 
milk markets. 
The reason for 
this shift is that premiums paid 
for 
bottled 
milk 
attract 
more 
farm ers in times 
of 
declining 
prices for other dairy products. 
Total milk production in 
the 
United States should be as great 
or greater in 1950 than in 1949, 
Mason said. 
Cow num bers will 
increase some. 
Available feed 
supplies per animal unit will be 
above this year’s level. 
On the bright side for pro­ 
ducers, Mason pointed out that 
cow num bers will still be 
the 
lowest in the history of the coun­ 
try in relation 
to 
population. 
Support price programs will p re­ 
vent milk prices from skidding 
too far. 
Under the new farm 
program, milk prices are to be 
supported at levels very close 
to prices paid farm ers in 1949.

Federal law defines a stock­ 
yard as " 
any place, establish­ 
ment. 
or 
facility 
commonly 
known as stockyards, conducted 
or operated for compensation or 
profit as a public m arket, con­ 
sisting of pens or other enclos­ 
ures, and their appurtenances, in 
which live cattle, sheep, swine, 
horses, mules, or goals are 
re­ 
ceived held, or kept for sale or 
shipment in commerce.” 
Estab­ 
lishm ents of this kind are subject 
to Federal control (the Packers 
and Stockyard Act) if “ 
the 
area 
normally 
available 
for 
handling likestock, exclusive 
hi 
runs, alleys, or passageways, is 
not less than 20,000 square fe e l” 
Certain Illinois animal disease 
acts requiring a 
certificate 
of 
health for animals shipped into 
Illinois from out of 
state, 
or 
shipped from a public stockyard. 
do not apply when the animals 
are shipped through the Union 
Stock Yards, Chicago, the Na­ 
tional Stock 
Yards. 
East 
St. 
Louis, the Union Stock Yards. 
Peoria, or any other stockyard 
falling w ithin the Federal defini­ 
tion. 
The state legislature may make 
and enforce laws not inconsistent

they would have found the same 
glaring weakness in the Study 
that was quickly apparent to the 
Director of Education Research 
of the Taxpayers* Federation of 
Illinois. 
The 
predictions 
of 
school 
building needs contained in the 
Ohio 
State 
University 
Study 
were based upon birth statistics 
for the City of Springfield as a 
j w hole, 
enrollm ents 
for 
t h e 
I Springfield school system as a 
I whole, with a projection of es­ 
tim ated future enrollm ents from 
* a combination of these figures. 
The only attem pt in the Ohio 
, State University Study to go be- 
* yond the city-wide 
birth 
and 
enrollm ent figures was by exam ­ 
ination of new building permits 
and by talking to subdividers. 
Obviously, in 
developing 
a 
school building expansion 
pro­ 
gram, it is im perative to know 
in what areas the children will 
be living when they reach-school 
age. 
The ideal way to obtain 
this inform ation would have been 
to make a house-to-house census,
